“« age—You have funk, under a load of infamy, 
“aman, a whole family, that ferved, loved 
‘* you and grew under the fhadow of your pre«

** dious nephew, the farm and the property that } 


«* was entrulted to me. May hell open, and all 
** its horrors, {wallow you both! We will go

«* give up our torn hearts to mifery and anguith, 
«< and there lofe our laft fighs. May this letter 
** urge to your heart, every painful arrow you 
«* have fank in mine! A man.reduced to extre- 
** mities, as I am, is above all fear—Difpatch 
«« us quickly, for that is the crime you will add 
** co thofe you havealready committed.—It will 
*« undoubtedly be lefs hofrible, and it is al! that 
«« Adams is willing to owe you.” 

The ‘afflicted father left London, loading it 
with imprecations. His dittri¢tions increafed, 
and broke out anew when he approached his own 
houfe. He beheld it with groans of angutth, 
and cried——There is the afylum of my poverty—

Af- 
ter looking fometime at the paflengers on deck, 
came on board ordering him to lay to till «morn- 
ing, and léeft one officer on board—The fhip’s 
company fpoke Englifh; and Captain é 
fhing fuppofed the flip to be from Bermuda, 
and that they would fearch his paflengers bag- 
fase in the morning; but to his furprize, the 

at was on board again in 15 minutes, ordering 
ll thé paflengers fervants in their boat, faying 
vat were a good prize for the Englith—They 
took both hts boats out and began taking out the 
paflengers trunks, cafes, bales, money and bills 
of extharige. By day-light they had the prin- 
cipal part out, and at funrife they took part of 
the gentlemen paflengers on board—At 8 they 
fent for Capt. C, and his papers. 

The Captain of the veficl {aid the wasa French 
hip, which Capt. C. difcovered to be manned 
with French and Americans. He enquired what 
Capt. C’s. cargo éonfifted of, and was informed 
it confifted of Caflia, and American property: 
thewing him at the fame time the bill of lading, 
which was the only paper he looked at. He 
then afked the reafon of the paflengers leavin 
Martinique, and was told that it was becaufe 
they would not take up arins againft the repub- 
lic of France, and were ordered off the Ifland by 
the conmaeder in chief. 

He threatened to carry Capt. C. into Port de 
Paix, for he wasa lawful prize; and that he had 
20 bags of money in his hold. Capt. OQ. told him 
if there was ohe dollar, it was unknown to him, 
‘nd he might fearch. The officers on board or- |

dered their men not to take any thing that be- 
longed to the Americans, which they did not. 
But the brutal manner in which the paffengers 
were deprived of their property (the ladies cry- 
ing te Capt. C. for aililtance) was diftrefling be- 
yond expreflicn. 

At five p m. they fent the gentlemen and fer- 
vants on board, and fome of their trunks of Cloths 
—but there were 3 ladies who were left without 
achange. At 7a fignal was given for Capt. C. 
to make fail.
